Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1, 20, 23, 25, 26, 28, 29 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Vecchiari (Pat No 5,481,931). 

The patent to Vecchiari discloses at Fig 3 a plate (6), a drive (8), an actuator (12) and a 
bridge (see end connected to edge of the plate) which provides a pivot means. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claim 30 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Vecchiari. 
The material from which a device is made off is considered as an obvious matter of 
engineering choice having no patentable significance in the absent of unexpected results. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 21, 22, 24 and 27 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Contrary to Applicant's remarks the reference provide for an integral pivoting actuator 
means.
